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As Mob Again 
Seeks Baltour 


6,000 Repulsed After Clash 
With Police and Al- 
gerian Troops. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

Damascus, Syria, <April 9.—Two 
persons were killed and eleven injured 
in a fight today between a mob op- 
rosed to the Earl of Balfour and Sy- 
rian police and French Algerian 
troops. 

After prayers in connection with 
the Ramadan festival, a crowd of 
about 6,000 marched in the direction 
of Victoria hotel, where Lord Balfour 
is staying. Because «f the attack 
against this hotel last night, extra 
precautions had been taken. Syrian 
police attempted to check the demon- 
strators, but were stoned. Fierce 
fighting ensued and Algerian . troops 
were summoned to aid the police. 

There were disturbances also in the 
Jewish quarter. . 

This 1s the most serious disorder 
marking the visit of the Earl of Bal- 
four to the Holy Land. The resent- 
ment against him arises throngh his 
work in the establishment of a na- 
tional Jewish home in Palestine.

bevond the legal limits. It gave the 
advances to the state as only V2 bil- 
lion francs, the exact lega] limit. al- 
though the government has admitted 
the excess went to it and that the 
limit has been exceeded. 

Authority for these increases, how- 
ever, was given the bank bv the gov- 
ernment in a convention. the ratifi- 
eation of which is pending in par- 
liament. The bank, therefore. con- 
siders itself covered, although techni- 
cally the autherization must become 
law before it is really effective. 

Just how the extra two billion 
frances of advances. could be carried 
in the statement. without the public 
realizing it. is shown by the sudden 
drop of 1.150.000.0000 franes in the 
“miscellaneous” item in the liabilities 
and the increase of 1,000,000,000 
franes in the “miscellaneous” under 
the assets. The bank, however. al- 
though advancing the other 2.000.- 
000.000 frances without parliamentary 
authority, had collateral in the shape 
of national defense bonds which the 
government deposited as security.

Kditor Constitution: I note with 
interest and satisfaction your edi- 
torial in the Friday issue of The Con- 


stitution under the lfeading “Just 


Iforse Sense.” 

I have often feared this winter that 
the press would not bring 
te the attention of the public, as 


often as seems necessary, this very 
important question of weevil control 
for 1925. 

That we are to have a heavy infes- 
tution seems quite evident. You have 
given sufficient reasons in the edi- 
torial. I am writing to confirm your 
position in the matter. have been 
in south Georgia and south Alabama 
for days and have seen many weevils 
crawling about on old eotton stalks 
and all kinds of rubbish about the 
edges of the fields. I was in our 
fields with a number of plantérs this 
past week and a friend came up near 
me and, to his surprise and my sur- 
rrise, found a weevil crawling on my 
shoulder. We about concluded that 
the weevil was doing just what I was 
trying to do—namely, supervising the 
planting, so he, too. could count on 
having a good crop of cotton. He was 
no doubt getting hungry these first 
few warm days of spring and the cot- 
ton must furnish his food in a few 
days or he will perish. I saved this 
specimen, which I now have in a 
small bottle safe from doing us any 
harm this spring, 

* Real Fight Ahead. 

In all seriousness, we feel that the 
cotton farmers are in for a real fight 
this vear and should be prepared to 
to the bat ready for a winning 
fight. It will not cost much to do 
this, bunt a few things must be done.

Many farmers are holding off and de- | 


pending on the weather to do more 
than its share. Others have not quite 
taken to weevil control as seriously 
as the importance of it demands. Still 
others are really prepared and will 
win the fight. The following sugges- 
tions may help. 

At least 20 to 25 pounds of dry cal- 
cium arsenate should be provided for 
each acre of cotton planted. For the 
farmer planting only a few acres of 
cotton a good standard hand gun 
skould be provided-to put the poison 
on the cotton. Those having larger 
gcreage should have the one-mule-two- 
row machines. One hand gun will 
eare for 10 acres and a two-row horse- 
drawn machine will care for 60 acres. 
Apply only about 4 to 6 pounds per 
acre at each applications~ At our 
Arlington farms we find that we can 
kill practically all the weevils by ap- 
plying the poison three times before 
the appearance of the first squares. 

If it is done right at this early 
stage of growth and if a few squares 
are picked up at that time the weevil 
can be headed off and the entire crop 
saved. ‘To do this right requires some 
enthusiasm, a little more faith and a 
lot of work at the exact time to 
strike. 

How to Center Barrage. 

plan has been to know the 
condition of the fields at all times, 
to have a good idea of the weevil 
population, from what parts of the 
woods they are emerging and center 
cur barrage in that direction. Jf we 
find that the fields become infested 
after the blossoms begin to appear we 
naturally go after them and keep 
nhead of the enemy. We have felt 
that in every case where we.have had 
late fighting it was due to our neg- 
lect in the early stages of the game. 

Sometimes we have found it neces- 
sery to give a broadside during migra- 
tion time, but we knew that weevils 
were not migrating in nor from our 
own fields. We had few to migrate. 
We had killed most of them. But our 
neighbors had furnished us with a 
ew supply at this late season. They 
would not do us a lot of harm, for our 
cotton had already been made. But 
we set in to clean out the field, and 
did it. But late fighting is always 
r.ore costly than early. There is more 
leaf surface to cover and the weevils 
are far more numerous. Besides, when 
hatching onee begins there seems to 
be no end of it. It keeps up from 
day to day and from week to week 
and the farmer has to keep putting on 
the poison. Our plan is to clean 
them out by the time the first blos- 
soms begin to appear in the fields, 
and this works so well for us that we 
are convinced it will work for every 
one who tries it seriously.

Go at it in the full con- 
viction that it is as necessary as 
planting and chopping and fertilizing 
and you can easily win the fight.

In general I should: say make the 
bath, the shorter the sweeter. If it 
is a tepid bath, one may chance a 
bath short and sweet.

A bath taken merely for the sake 
of bathing, or just as a habit which 
one can boast about, should be cold.

While taking a bath it is better to 
keep active—keep rubbing yourself 
with your hands, a brush, a sponge 
or a wash cloth. Sucy activity makes. 
the bath more like a natural swim, 

The idea which probably inspired 
the business man’s fourth question 
‘about turning on cold water just be- 
fore leaving a warm or hot bath, is 
that there is some risk involved in 
“leaving the pores open.” In the 
first place there are no pores to leave 
open. In the next place, the orifievs 
of the oil and sweat ducts have no 
trap door arrangement which opens 
or ‘loses them. To be sure. we sweat 
more or less according to the sur- 
rounding heat, but there is no danger 
or narm in suddenly cvecking the free 
sweating induced by external heat. 
So, it is immaterial whether one 
leaves a warm bath as is or as some 
half baked health authority advises. 
If the bath is faken for some remedial 
purpose, the physician will advise 
whether you sholud leave it warm or 
cold,

Favorable outlook for fruit crops 
and satisfactory progress of small 
grain crops are points of greatest in- 
terest in a report released yesterday 
by the local statistician of the Geor- 
gla cooperative crop reporting service.
